IN ROYAL PALACE AT BELGRAD 
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Cold weather has put a new aspect on 
relief work for the flood sufferers In East 
St. Louis, and the urgent demand now is 
for blankets and clothing. Unless they 
are supplied before dark 3000 women and 
children will spend another night of suf- 
fering from the biting wind. 

Wednesday night they slept on straw in 
tents, and although they huddled together 
they shivered until the sun came up to 
warm them. Few had biankets and the 


majority were clad only in thin summer 
clothing. 

Second only to the need of clothing and 
blanketa is that of money. There is 
abundant food for the day, but the suf- 
ferers must be cared for through weeks 
and perhaps months. Medicine must be 
pought. Scores will be sent awny to rela- 
tives. Food must be purchased from day 
to day, in order that it may be fresh. 

Relief work is bes} thoroughly organ- 
ized under the direction of Al Keechler, 
president of the East St. Loulg’rellef com- 
mittee of fifteen.

“Citizens of East St. Louis are furnish- 
ing clothing and blankets as fst as they 
ean. We are making every effort to pre- 
vent suffering. 

“I believe we shall have 10,000 people to 
care for. I ée not mean that we shall 
have to feed 10,000, but appeals for help in 
one form or another will be received from) 
that many.”

By Wednesday night an abundant supply 
of skiffs for rescue work had been secured 
and all parts of the flooded district were 
visited. The work continued all night. 

The main refuge for flood victims is in 
Washington place, where a camp has been 
pitched. The Illinois state officials fur- 
nished 250 tents for the camp, and 150 of 
them were up and occupied ‘Thursday morn- 
ing. Thomas J. Dempsey, in charge of the 
camp, estimates that there was an average 
of 10 persons to the tent. 


The suffering from cold during the night 
was most severe in Camp Washington. 
The tents could not keep out the wind. 
Women and children were clad in thin 
clothes, many in wrappers. Few had 
blankets and lay all night on straw. 


There were several cases of sickness in 
the morning and doctors were at once 
sent to the ground. 

Mr. Dempsey emphasized the need of 
blankets and warm clothes bcfore anothor 
night begins.

The cabinet meeting of the Obrenovitch dynasty was closed last 


night’s tragedy, the same day of the year on which Prince Michael was 
murdered 35 years ago in the Park of Topschider, near Belgrade.. Today 
@ requiem mass was being sung in memory of Prince Michael, and now 


_ the last of his race, together with all connected with the dynasty, by his 


unfortunate marriage, lies in a bier in the palace. 


The people of Belgrade have 


been flocking the streets since 3 


o’clock this morning discussing the tragedy, but without condemnation. 
A strong detachment of troops is encamped about the palace of the new- 


ly-proclaimed King. 


As the morning advanced the excitement in the streets grew steadily. 


‘ In spite of the pouring rain, thousands of people gathered in the vicinity 


of the palace. Everywhere troops of all arms were posted and field guns 
were placed in position to quickly deal with any opposition to the gov- 


ernment’s will. 


The soldiers discarded their cockades bearing the late King Alex- 
ander’s cipher and substituted for it flowers, green twigs and leaves. 
Bands of young men paraded the streets waving flags and shouting 


‘‘Long live.Kargeorgevitch.’’ 


Flags are flying from nearly every house in Belgrade, and there is 
absolutely no display whatever of crepe or other signs of mourning. 

The royal standard has been lowered from over the palace. Reports 
from places outside Belgrade indicate that the country accepts the dis- 
appearance of the Obrenovitch dynasty without regret. 
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THE NEW KING IS_ 
A FRIEND OF RUSSIA 
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‘His Ascension to the Servian Throne Insures the Domination 


of the Muscovite Interests. 


PARIS, June 11.—The new King of Ser- 
via, Privce Pote. aarageorgevitch, living 
in Gwitzerland for some time is well 
known. in Paris, having frequently visited 
this city. He has. cousin, Prinee Bodi- 
jar Karageorgevitch, living on the Ave- 
nue du Bois de Boulogne, who took part 
in the French campaign in Tonquin and 
Was decorated with the cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

In an interview today Prince Bodijar 
said he considered that popular hatred of 


Queen Draga was largely responsible for 
_the events at Belgrade. He added that his 


cousin, the new King, had long aspired to 
the Servian throne, and declared that the 


- family was closely allied to Russia, thus 


assuring a pro-Russian policy in Servia. 

Dr. Petrovitch of the Servian legation 
described the new King as a student of 
affairs of state, as being intensely ant- 
mated by Servia’s politica] destinies and 
as an admirer of Russia. The newly pro- 
claimed King, Dr. Petrovitch added, is 
sending his son to St. Petersburg, where 
he will be educated at the expense of tne 
imperial court of Russia. 

The new King is the son-in-law of the 
ruler of Montenegro, who is also a friend 
of Russia. 

Politicians had frequently sought to in- 
duce the new King to attempt to take the 
throne of Servia, but he always replied 
that he would not permit a dynastic con- 
test to provoke a civil convulsion, and he 


preferred to await the result of the pop- 
ular weariness resulting from the old 
regime. 

AFrench official said the bloody deed 
of last night is the most pressing menace 


to the general peace of Europe that has 


happened in many years. 


CLAIRVOYANT 
FORETOLD THE 
KING’S DEATH 


LONDON, June 11.—The Servian minister 
to England says there were many causes 
leading to the revolution. A large section 
of the people were greatly dissatisfied with 
the tendency of King Alexander to elim- 
inate the radical element from the gov- 
ernment and by the constant rumors of 
his intention to appoint Queen Draga’s 
brother, Lunjevitza, heir apparent. In 
addition to this the Queen was disliked hy 
the people, who were also intensely out- 
raged at the recent suspension of the con- 
stitution. The minister did not anticipate 
that the changes, would result in inter- 
necine strife or In any real danger to the 
country. 

The minister related a curious incident. 
He said that a month ago he was present 
at a clairvoyant’s seance, at which a let- 
ter written by the murdered King was 
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are first produced here.

Presently it began te be whispered in 
the capita] that former Queen Natalie, who 
had been reconciled to her recreant hus- 
band as romantically as she was married 
at the age of 16, was coming back, too. 
Then, on the 18th of the succeeding March, 
the church formally annulled the decree 
of divorce. 

Before many years had passed King 
Alexander issued a ukase restoring his 
parents to their former rights as members 
of the royal household. This decree was 
deciareé unconstitutional and void by the 
courts. Then the King brushed away the 
constitution, which stood in the way of 
this will. 

The abrogated constitution vested the 
executive power In the king, assisted by a 
counci! of eight ministers, individually and 
collectively responsible to the nation. 

Legislative power was conferred upon the 
king in conjunction with the national as- 
sembly, called the Skupshtina. The state 
council, or senate, consisted of 16 members, 
half named by the king, half by the as- 
sembly. 

The council's province was to examine 
and elaborate projects of law and authorize 
extraordinary loans for municipalities,

EWEN’S TESTIMONY 
MOST CONVINCING 


The Victim’s Sister Swears That Jett 
Told Her That “Hargis Money” 
Induced Him to Commit 
the Crime.

JACKSON, Ky., June 11.—Curtis Jett and 
Thomas White, for the first time today, 
showed in their drawn features and the 
nervous shifting of feet and hands as they 
sat in the courtroom that they felt the 
drawing of the halter about their necks 
for the assassination of J. B. Marcum. 

The prosecution has proven that White 
entered the courthouse while Marcum and 
Ewen were standing together, and that as 
he passed them he gave the signal for 
Jett to fire. 

Ewen testified to seeting White just be- 
fore and after Marcum was shot, and to 
seeing Jett just after Marcum was car- 
ried out of the courthouse. He saw Jett 
pistol in hand just as Marcum fell. Ewen’s 
testimony corroborated the statements he 
had previously made regarding both pris- 
oners, and he withstood the most rigid and 
lengthy cross-examination, though he was 
pale and nervous. His mental condition 
for the past two years was questioned, and 
he was asked whether -he had not threat- 
ened to commit suicide. Ewen denied each 
allegation. Ewen said he had never told 
Sheriff Ed Callahan and County Judge Har- 
gis what he had seen when Marcum was 
killed, because he feared to. He left them 
under the impre&sion that he did not see 
Jett, and appeared to accept and indorse 
Hargis’ story of the killing.

“St. Louis consumes about 2,000 tons, 
Or, say 650 cars of coal @ day, at this time 
of the year,’ said J. D. Barth, president 
of the Barth-Rose Coal Co. “I do not see

Roundabout Routes 

for Passenger Trains. 

The Burlington train for the north, which 
has not been running for several days, re- 
sunied operation at 2:15 Thursday afternoon 
over a new route. Instead of using its own 
tracks along the north river front it wil] 
hereafter take the Wabash track to \St. 
Peter's, in St. Charles County, thence go 
via its old track to Old Monroe, 
main line. 

The Wabash train for Chicago, Detroit 
and Buffalo, instead of crossihg the river, 
will use the tracks of the western division 
to Moberly, thence taking the M., K. & T. 
tracks to Hanniba! and rejoining its own 
line in Upper Illinois, 

The M., K. & T., with its tracks washed 
out along the St. Charles County bank, 
is now using the Missour!l Pacific to Se- 
dalia, where {t switches to its own tracks 
to the southwest. 

The Wabash train for Kansas City usés 
the M., K. & T. tracks from Moberly 
west, and also uses the Missour! Pacific 
tracks to get into Kansas City, its own 
tracks having been wrecked by the flood. 
The Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
are running without interference. 

The Big Four, C. & A. and Burlington 
trains are now leaving from Alton, in- 
stead of St. Louis, with steamboat con- 
nections between St. Louis and Alton. 

The Wabash and Clover Leaf trains are 
leaving from Edwardsville, which may be 
reached by electric car from East St. 
Louis. 

The Illinols Central train for the south 
starts from Belleville, which can be 
reached by electric car. 

The Illinois Central (for Chicago), the 
Southern and the B. & O. trains start 
from East St. Louis, the starting points 
being accessible to street cars. 

The L. & N. trains start from St. Clair 
avenue, East St. Louis, each train leaving 
50 minutes later than its time scheduled 
for leaving Union Station. 

Price of Meat 

May Be Advanced. 

The big packing companies are receiving 
only one-tpird of the amount of meat they 
need to supply the demand in &St. Louis 
at present. 

The local packing houses are cut off from 
Chicago and their Kansas City depots have 
too much trouble of their own to render 
any local assistance. 

Some meat is being brought to St. Louls 
from Omaha. 

“Tf the present situation continues there 
will be a rise in prices, undoubtedly,” said 
a representative of Nelson Morris & Co., 
Thureday, “but I do not think it will be 
within the next few days. 

“Prices are dependent on the state of the 
cattle market and the market is now up, 
anyhow. Beef is selling retail from 12% 
cents to 20 cents a pound.” 

Potatoes are also advancing in price, 
having risen from 75 cents to $1.25 per 
bushel within the last week. 

Wholesale grocers report a scarcity of 


sugar and corn and say the prices on these 
commodities will advance at once, unless 
the situation is relieved.

With a Government Lighthouse Tender Neglected Portions of 


the Flooded District Were 


ee” 


Explored, Food Distributed 


and Sufferers Brought to St. Louis. 


Through the assistance of ex-Congress- 
man F. D. Niedringhaus the use of @& 
stanch little steamboat used as a lighthouse 
tender by the United States government, 
‘was given to the Post-Dispatch, and an ex- 
pedition started from the foot of Valen- 
tine street Wednesday afternoon to explore 
the more inaccessible parts of the over- 
flowed district in the tri-city region. 

The difficuities prohibiting such explora- 
tion in the past had been that the deep- 
draft tugs or steamers prevented close ap- 
proach to the shallow district, and with 
akiffs the very swift in-shore currents 
were only to be stemmed by the most ex- 
pert oarsmen. 

The lighthouse tender draws less than 
three feet, enabling her to go far in among 
the houses and trees, and for extending her 
effective work a crew of five members of 
the old Modoc Rowing Club was employed 
by the Post-Dispatch through the influ- 
ence of Mr. McHalpin, secretary of the 
Bridge-Beach Manufacturing Co. 

Capt. Baxter 

Was in Command. 

The lighthouse tender, with that bronzed 
old veteran, Capt. Billy Baxter, at the 
wheel, made excellent headway against the 
current where it was not constricted, but 
when the bridge was neared, it became 
Plainly manifest that the little boat could 


“not force its way against the millrace that 


came through the piers, where the cnnmnouel 
is s0 much narrowed. 

Capt. Baxter called for help, and the tpg 
Reliance responded promptly, pushing the 
tender under the arch and on into open 
water. 

The tender was halted in midstream by a 
signal from a ferry, opposite North Market 
street, and was asked to take from the 
ferry a half dozen men who were en route 
from the city to the overflowed region to 
join their far-ilies, who were supposedly on 
the Mark Twain, higher up the river. 
#he transfer was quickly made, and half 
an hour later the anxious men were de- 
livered to the Mark Twain, which was tied 
up near the Merchants’ Bridge. 

Proceeding to Madison, the tender dis- 
charged a number of members of the Nied- 
ringhaus company, who were carrying sup- 
plies to the water-bound hundreds at their 
shops. 

The landing was effected on a dike which 
still holds a dry crown above the swollen 
waters and shelters an inland sea in which 
Madison is submerged. Passengers and sup- 


plies were carried across the dike and de- 


posited in skiffs for a half mile pull to 
the company shops. 

Meanwhile a few blasts of the whistle 
had provoked much activity in the distant 


‘buildings, and in five minutes boats were 


shooting out from many of the distant 
houses, where the water held full posses- 


‘sion of the lower floors. 


All of the boats carried passengers— 
mostly women and children—with satchels, 
trunks and other portable possessions, and 
all courses concentrated to the polnt on 
the narrow thread of land where the steam- 
boat held fast to the top of a willow tree. 

In less than an hour 48 fugitives were 
‘board the little tender, and though the 
accommodations were not luxurious, the 
welcome-was 80 cordial as to bring smiles 
to wan faces to which a smile had long 
been a stranger. 

‘Notwithstanding the pitiful, the awful 
character of this goodby to home, there 
was little or no repining. The ladies were 
fairly cheerful and to the little folks it 
was a great lark, made all the more en- 
Joyable by the sweets from the lunch- 
boxes, with which the pilot house was well 
supplied. 

“You're Only Po’ 
Drownded Out Folks.” 


Capt. Baxter was beaming with joy as 
he entertaincd’ this strange company in 


“his little sky parlor. He declared it beat 
‘pulling snags and tending light clean out 
_ of sight, and had Mrs. Baxter becn aboard 
-. he wouid doubtless have been admonished 
te go tend his wheel. The children were 


this special joy, and everybody laughed 
When he told a fat baby to ‘stop that there

A quick trip was made to the foot of 
North Market street, wha@re the passengers 
were delivered within a short walk of the 
Broadway cars. Then, straight over into 


the great waste, where willows dotted the 


flood the boat went, skimming through 
the tops of trees, until the swirl showed 
that a railroad embankment was close un- 
der the surface, and further progress was 
dangerous. 

A short distance away aé locomotive 
standing on a switch, was in a great state 
of humiliation, with its nose deep down in 
the water, and a squatty little houseboat 
tied to its tail. A floodbound humorist had 
clambered from the houseboat to the en- 
gine and was ringing its bell—a strange 
;sound on the face of the waters, 

A large yawl was lowered, and the 
brawny Modoc men took the oars. with 
Mr. W. M. Williamson of the United States 
engineers office steering and Mr. Arthur 
Eveson in charge. Off through the brush 
they prt with a great swing, and cross 
currents that swished ord 
did not bother them at = “Tone 

In less than two hours they demonstrated 
the correctness of the theory that much 
‘suffering existed in districts which were 
not edSily accessible from the river. 

A list of fully 60 families in dite want of 
food was soon made up, but the sufferers 
were in every case unwilling to come 
aboard the steamboat. 

They refused transportation to st. Louis 
because they were determined to protect 
what little remained 6f their household 
goods. All, or nearly all, were ready to 
come provided the boat would take their 
goods as well, but, of course, this was 
impracticable. 

Load of Supplies 

Was Taken Back. 

After a liberal list was prepared, the 
crew returned to the boat, and the boat 
to North Market street, where, through the 
assistance of Mr. Langenberg of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange relief committee, a lot 
of supplies were quickly gotten. together. 

With these arranged for quick distribu- 
tion, the tender went back Into the flat 
country, and soon the suffering people 
were made glad. Part of the relief was 
right in the heart of Brooklyn. 

Opposite the town hall four houses were 
visited where bread. and none too much of 
it, constituted the famflly provgion. In 
each case the skiff was brought to the 
foot of a short ladder leading to a second- 
floor window, through which the food was 
earried in. 

Sufferers Displayed 

a Generous Spirit. 

All deliveries were made after actual fn- 
vestigation of supplies on hand, and a 
most notable feature of the experience was 
the absence of greediness and misrepre- 
sentation on the part of the benefictaries. 
There seemed in no case a disposition to 
exaggerate a need or to claim an undue 
share of food, while in scores of cases 
came a volunteer‘admonition such as this: 
“Say, mister, you ought to go over to 
that house yonder. That family’s awful 
poor, and they’ve just got nothing.” 

The lesson of the, flood to these poor 
pecple seomed to be one of charity—a 
charity far greater than that which in- 
spires even their benefactors, since it sub- 
ordinates the needs—not the comforts—of 
self to the needs of the neighbor. 

Moving under a direction of this char- 
acter the skiff passed over the top of a 
grape arbor to a building that looked like 
a barn. A dgor was thrown open and 
an old German received with much grat- 
itude an allotment of meat and coffee, to 
be divided among his family of four. 

“IT am so much obliged,”’ said he, ‘but 
gentlemen, if you could only help my poor 
horses. They have been standing now for 
four days in water over their bellies. I 
give them some feed, by using my little 
boat, but I feel so bad for them that 
they can’t lay down.”’ : 


Thirty-Six Persons 
Crowded in One Room. 

Two blocks away from the town hall 36 
people, white and colored, are crowded 
into the two rooms of the second story: of 
a schoolhouse. The building is probably 
25x50 feet. All of the furniture of nine or 
ten families is in this space, so that only 
a few narrow passages remain open. Their 
larder showed them to be in real need of 
food. It was supplied, and without jeal- 
ousy or wrangle among them. 

Dodging trolley wires the skiff moved 
up between the tops of two lines of shade 
trees on what must shave been a pretty 


street. Chickens and dogs were in evi-

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dence everywhere. The chickens occu- 


pied the roofs of floating sheds or dwell- 


ings, and seemed perfectly contented as 
they pecked at the grains of feed thrown 
to them. The dogs were generally on the 
floating board sidewalks, in front of houses, 
and seemed more apprehensive and sensibie 
of the fact that the situation was serious. 
Yet every dog. was loyal to his home 
and refused, even savagely, to be tempted 
into the skiff. 

On a second-floor veranda of a com- 
fortable frame house 18 colored women 
and children sat in the bright light of the 
sinking sun, water all around and almost 
in touch of their feet. There had been 
some singing of hymns, and a very agea 
woman, with a deep voice, greeted the 
boat as she laid away her bible, with 
the glad declaration: 

“I knowed God would send youse here. 
We been prayin and hopin’ and now you 
all done brought us somethin’ to eat. 

There was & great chatter, a holding out 
of aprons, and much laughing and con- 
gratulation as the coffee, sugar and 
canned pork and beans were handed in. 
Investigation showed that the need was 
serious. 

In fact, but for the immense number of 
chickens in this town, where the colored 
race predominates, the suffering would 
have been infinitely greater than it has 
been. While the African can navigate a 
plank or a tub to the woMishep and pick 
@ pullet off the roof the world is never 
real dark. Fortunately, too, he realizes 
better than all other men, that ‘‘tomorrow 
hasnt got here yet.” 

One Hundred Families 

Living in Box Cars. 

This Ethiopian characteristic of content- 
ment on a slippery basis was illustrated 
best by a brawny young man who stood 
on the floating sidewalk near his house, 
and was having no end of fun with a 
mouse on a shingle that he had lifted out 
of the current. 

A half mile further on a half mile line 
of box cars on a narrow ridge, with a sea 
on both sides, sheltered probably a hundred 
families—some white, some colored. All 
had some sort of a cook stove, with stove- 
pipe peeking out at the side door of the 
car. Many of these families were well 
provided, but fully 2% of them were in 
dire distress. 

In one car three women were prostrated 
by illness, and there was absolutely noth- 
ing on their table. These victims are help- 
ing one another, but food has been so 
scarce that there has been a compulsory 
limit to charity. Each family was given 
one or two days’ provisions, but more must 
be done this afternoon or teunorrow. 
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_ The strictest tests found naught but malt— 
Crisp flakes of wheat without a fault— 
All filled with force from brim to brim. 
“*Force’ sure is pure,” cries “Sunny Jim.”

ST. LOUIS CARES FOR 
3000 FLOOD REFUGEES: 


~ » 


From East St. Louis, 


Three thousand fiood refugees from Ven- 
ice, Madison, Granite City and East St. 
Louis were sheltered and cared for in St. 
Louls Wednesday night. 

Fully 2000 of these were provided for by 
various charitable associations working in 
conjunction with the Merchants’ Exchange 
relief committee, while the remainder found 
piaces in the homes of relatives, friends 
and acquaintances. 

Of those who are destitute 26 were taken 
in charge by the police of the Fourth, Fifth 
andi Sixth districts. 

Three hundred were given food, lodging 
and clothing at the old power house of the 
transit company at 8710 North Rroadway. 
Fifty more received care in a tenement 
house at Second and Angelica streets. 
There were 70 refugees who found an 
asylum in the Fourth Christian Church 
at Blair avenue and Penrose street. 

Room and provision for 8 more were 
made in Heinze’s old pickle factory, 3906 
North Broadway, while 8 found a welcome 
haven at the Salvation Army branch build- 
ing, 1418 Franklin avenue, and 12% at the 
other branch at 116 South Sixth street. 
The Union Mission Association at 1422 
Franklin avenue furnished a temporary 
home for 100 flood victims, and 2 were 
sheltered at the old church at Eleventh 
and Locust streets by the People’s Fund 
and Welfare Association. : 
The Volunteers of America, 1614 Franklin 
avenue, provided for the immediate neces- 
sities of 100 homeless persons from the 
deluged cities. 

The remainder of the refugees were 
given every attention in places provided 
by private individuals, who worked in- 
dependently of the philanthropic associa- 
tions.

All Societies ee | 
Worked Together. 

The Merchants’ Exchange Relief Com- 
mittes as the central body in the work of 
succor was given co-operative aid by the 
Provident Association, the, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, the United Jewish Charities, 
the police department, North End Citizens 
Association, Salvation Army, Union Mis- 
sion, Volunteers of America, People’s Fund 
and Welfare Association and other or- 
ganizations. 

The greatest harmony prevailed, and & 
system of relief was evolved which enabled 
St. Louig to provide for the thousands who 
have been rendered.destitute and homeless

relief committees met the refugees at the 
bridges and landings as they were brought 
from the Illinois side, and conducted them 
to the places where food, warm clothing, 
beds and a cordial welcome were in waiting.

Louls Citizens’ Association, Secretary 
James McCallum was in charge. 

Elght large rooms had been placed at 
the association’s disposal by the transit 
company, which also furnished electric 
lights. 

The arrangements were very efficient. 
Supper was-served in the largest room, in 
which 500 persons thad room to eat. 

Women of the vicinity did everything pog- 
sible in making the sufferers comfortable. 
The chiliren were given soup, rolls, coffee- 
cake and crullers, in addition to coffee, 
sandwiches and other viands, which the 
adults received. 

_No smoking was allowed in the building 
and the order was perfect. A few attempts 
of imposters to pass themselves off as 
refugees were quickly discovered. These 
attempts were very rare, the relief work- 
ers say, and whenever there appeared to 
be any doubt the applicant was always 
given the benefit. 

The women and children were assigned 
to seven rooms, where there was some 
privacy. There were plenty of cots, bed- 
ding and other necessaries. 

The men and boys were assigned to the 
largest apartment. At 8:30 the cots were 
placed around the room, the bedding was 
distributed and when the signal was given 
at 9 o'clock the wearied refugees retired, 
their material wants satisfied. 

The call to awake Thursday morning was 
sounded at 6 o'clock and at 7 breakfast 


was served. Breakfast was a repetition of 
the menu of the day before, 
After the conclusion of the meal the re- 
lief workers were busily employed in dis- 
tributing clothing to the children and min- 
istering to their wants. The rooms aré 
fumigated several times a day with car 
bolic acid as a sanitary precaution. 
At the Fourth Christian Church, Blair av- 
enue and Penrose street, the auditorium 
and annex rooms were transformed into 
sleeping apartments and the benches into 
beds by means of blankets and quilts. 
Others occupied cots. Supper and break- 
fast was cerved on tables in the basement 
and the food was prepared in the kitchen 
adjoining. 

At the Salvation Army annexes the meals 
consisted of ham and eggs, bread and but- 
ter and milk. Owing to the milk famine 
the condensed brand was In use. At both 
of the Salvation Army branches the ref- 
ugees slept on cots. 

More children can be found at the Union ' 
Mission than in any other refuge. Seventy- 
five workers are employed by this society 
in the work of alleviating, flood sufferers. ' 
Some are soliciting contribaitions of money, 
food and clothing; others are in personal 
attendance at the mission, while the re- 
mainder are at the bridges and boat land- 
ings to welcome the stricken ones. 

There are two large rooms in use. In 
the rear one the women and children are 
congregated. It is light and cheerful and 
the children, who had just finished break- 
fast, were playing in high glee when a 
Post-Dispatch representative called, while 
their mothers, hollow-eyed and haggard, 
watched them with wan smiles. 

“In all my previous relief work,” de- 
clared M. B. Gott, president of the aasocia- 
tion, “I have never seen such euffering 
and utter prostration as we saw Wednes- 
day night when these East 8t. Louis 
refugees arrived. 

“The men were completely worn out from 
their long fight to save the levees, and 
the rush to get their families to safety 
tcok away the little strength they hed.

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RIVER FRONT AND TERMINALS. 


The Post-Dispatch directs the gtiention of the people of St. 


- Leuis, and especially of the Mayor and Municipal Assembly, 


to the object lesson supplied by the Mississippi with regard to 
the value of the river front and the necessity of a change in 


the location of the St. Louig railroad terminals. 


The river is now the only means of transportation on the east 
side of St. Louis; all traffic must be carried on by boats. 
Every boat in the river is if active service, carrying passengers 
and freight. . 

A view of ‘the river front shows the wharf boats anchored 
almost against the elevated “railroad structure on the levee. 
All traffic mast be taken under ‘that structure, which is partly 
submerged in the water. If the water were a few feet: higher 
St. Louis would be completely cut off from the river and 
neither passengers nor freight could be handled by boat. ‘The 
elevated is now greatly in the way of river traffic. 

Tf the remainder of the levee space is given up to an- 
other four-track elevated road the next flood will proba- 
bly find St. Louis practically cut off from the use of the 
river, which is an imperative necessity in‘ flood times. 
‘The St. Louis railroad terminals on the East Side are sub- 
merged in water, with all the freight assigned to St. Louis tied 
up in the flood. All East Side railroad traffic has ceased and 
cannot be resumed until the flood on the East Side recedes and 
the terminal buildings and tracks are repaired and put into 
working order. Vast quantities of freight for St. Louls mer- 
chants are being water-soaked and ruined. at the expense of 
our merchants. Business in St. Louis is practically at a stand- 
still ‘on account of the condition of the East Side terminals. 

If the railroad terminals of St. Louis were high and dry in 
St. Louis, where they ought to be, how much would St. Louis 
business suffer. from the greatest possible flood? The ter- 
minals and freight would not be in the water and. the rail- 

would find outlets to the west and south for a large part 
at least of their St Louis traffic. The problem of keeping the 
Hast Side lines free from flood disaster would be greatly sim- 
plified, as it would be necessary only to protect lines running 
directly to and from St. Louis through the lowlands. Elevated 
structures well ‘above the highest water mark could run from 
the bridges to high ground. 

Two conolusions have been thoroughly demonstrated by the 
present flood:

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THE WESLEY BICENTENNIAL. 


The bicentennial of John Wesley, who was born June 28, 1703, 
commemorates an event of much more than sectarian interest. 

When Wesley died in 1791 his followers numbered 134,589, of 
whom 7,621 were in the United States. According to statistics 
collected in 1892 there were 18,660,000 English-speaking Methodists 
in the world of all descriptions. In the United States there were 
6,966,500 Methodists of all denominations in 1902. 

He was one of the first to denounce the slave trade, and tis 
took on the subject is said to*have exerted an influence com- 
parable only to that of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 

W. H. Lecky, the historian of England in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, sald: ‘If men may be measured by the work they ac- 
complish John Wesley can hardly fail to be regarded as the 
greatest figure that has appeared in the religious world since 
the days of the reformation.’’ Robert Southey, whose biography 
of Wesley appeared before Wesleyism had gceased, to be an 
object of ridicule, said in this biography: ‘The Emperor 
Charles V and his rival of France appear at this day infinitely 
insignificant, if we compare them with Luther and Loyola, and 
there may come a time when the name of Wesley will be more 
generally known and in remoter regions than that of Frederic 
or of Catherine.” That the time has come is acknowledged. 

One of the immediate effects of Wesley’s work was the ele- 
vation of the mora] tone in England and the enforcement of 
rigorous moral qualifications in public men. No man can hope 
‘to succeed in Parliament whose life is known to be clouded 
by evil doing. The ‘non-conformist conscience’ must be reck- 
oned with by every English politician, as some ‘have learned by 
costly experience. 3 

Like other heroes of thought Wesley can be claimed by no 
one nation, much less by one sect. His good influence has 
worked its way into remote places of the earth and is potent 
among the people of diverse falths. His birthday, therefore, wil! 
be a celebration in which everyone can participate with good 
show of right.- 
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Many millions of American capital are invested In Canada, 
and many millions more will go there. Consul-General Bit- 
tinger’d last report says: “The rapid development of Canada is 
largely due to enormous investments of American capital and to 
the energy of Americans.’’ These American investors do not ap- 
pear to feel how much they will be hampered by the high tariff 
in getting their Canadian products into the United States.

PHILADELPHIA, June 1i11.—Dreaming 
that he was standing on a diving board 
over a cool lake of water, Jacob Buzaneck, 
@ 12-year-old somnambulist, leaped from 
@ second-story front window of his home, 
at 4165 Main street, Manayunk, early this 
morning and landed on a meat hook in 
front of his father’s butcher shop on the 
first floor, 


The sharp prong tore unmercifully 
through the fiesh of the unfortunate youth's 
leg, and then, snapping in half, dropped 
with its human burden to the pavement 
below. There his parents found him. 

Perambulating in his sleep has long been 
&@ habit of young Buzaneck. His father 
and mother have repeatedly saved him 
from rash nocturna] adventures. Fearful 
that he might elude them, they had the 
boy sleep in the same room with them. In 
spite of all their precautions, however, their 
Son eluded them this morning and succeed- 
ed in landing on a hospital cot. 

It was some time after midnight when 
Mrs, Buzaneck was awakened by a noise 
as of some one falling out of bed. Look- 
ing over the footboard she saw the form 
ot her son swiftly running toward the 
window. This was wide open, and he 
piomptiy began climbing out on the sill. 
She yel’ed to him to stop, and then made 
a frantic dash out of bed toward the win- 
dow. but too late.

These 
were taken inside the shop at night. of 
course, but the hook was fastened to a 
frame and was therefore not removable. 
It had held much heavier weights than 
that of the boy’s body, but the force with 
which he fell broke it off sharply.

The speculative markets of today showed 
plainly that the bull and the bear forces 
had lined up for a fight to a finish. The 
bears had on their side a government re- 
port that indicated the largest wheat crop 


in prospect ever before harvested and an 
oat ~ ge. 4 above the average, besides weath- 
er of highly satisfactory conditions tor 
the growing grain and cables of a most 
unsatisfactory reading on foreign markets 
and domestics, yet with all this in their 
favor the bears were only able to work out 
declines of %c in wheat, \%c in corn and 
4%c in oats. And these were all lost and 
more, too, by one of those wild bull rushes 
that was so effective during the recent 
advance coming in late in the day and 
shooting wheat up until lic for July and 
Mc for September, corn %c and oats ‘%ec 
above the low prices of the day. The 
close in all was right strong, too. There 
was evidence enough that the bulls had 
much the best of it in speculation and 
sentiment, and that at present counts just 
as well and even better than ordinary mar- 
ket conditions. All of whicii means the 
buying side will be much the safest and 
most profitable, if worked judiciously on 
decline. There is a large speculative short- 
age in wheat that makes the selling side 
doubly dangerous in that grain.

|DEBATE ON PROPOSAL _ 


TO ABOLISH CORN TAX 


Sir Charles Dilke Shows How Great 
Britain Has Maintained Her Su- 
premacy on a Free Trade 
Policy. 


LONDON, June 10.—The debate on the 
proposition to modify England's policy of 
free trade on lines suggested by Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, which he calis a 
“preferential tariff’’ scheme, was resumed 
in the Commons today. The toc under 
discussion was the proposal of the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer to abolish the corn 


tax. 

Sir Charles Dilke, advanced Radical, con- 
tended that the House had the right to 
demand an opportunity for pronouncing 
judgment on this important fiscal question. 
There was anormous exaggeration in the 
statement that it was foolish for this coun. 


try to maintain a policy differing from 
that of the rest of the world. While the 
United States and Germany were reaping 
much prosperity under protection, Great 
Britain’s foreign exports at the present 
moment were equal to the combined ex- 
ports of the United States, Germany and 
France, which considering the enormous 
expansion of the population of the United 
Stutes, was a truly surprising thing. The 
speaker denied that proiectionist coun- 
tries were cutting out Great Britain from 
the markets-of the world. Germany had 
not even hurt Great Britain's market in 
South America, and -when one considered 
the great natural advances of the United 
States, her size and her highly cultivated 
population, it was marvelous that she had 
not years ago attained ¢he first place in 
ade. The commerce of the Uffited States 
ssed independent.y of protection; 
ad been re ed rather than ad- 

vanced by the adoption of protection. 

N. H. H. Asquith, advanced Liberal, de- 
clared that the reason for the abandon- 
ment of the grain tax remained an ‘“un- 
solved and inscrutable mystery.’’ Mr. 
Chamberlain had told the public that the 
tax did not fall on the consumer. If that 
wus so, its repeal was a “magnificent dis- 
play of international attachment,” as it 
practically meant that Great Britain was 
making a present to the United States of 
the duty which the tax brought in. All 
the opposition’s arguments against the tax 
were employed by Mr. Ritchie yesterday 
evening to justify the repeal. Never had a 
smail minority been so rapidly and com- 
pietely justified. 

Describing the situation as 
indecent,’’ Mr. Asquith urged an explicit 
declaration of the collective judgment of 
the cabinet in regard to the larger ques- 
tions of fiscal policy, and, turning to Mr. 
Chamberlain, who at that .moment en- 
tered the House and sat down beside 
Premier Balfour, Mr. Asquith asked the 
colonial secretary what was his position 
in view of yesterday's spedch of the 
chancellor of the exchaquer, Mr. Ritchie. 
Was Mr. Chamberlain a brand plucked 
from the burning? A backslider brought 
hame again by the pe ersuasive in- 
fluence of the chancellor of the exchequer? 
Was the word requiescat or the word re- 
surgam to be carved on the tombstone of 
the grain tax? He was glad to see that 
Mr. Chamberlain was still sitting on the 
cabinet bench, although it was quite un- 
precedented to seas two ministers on the 
same benches holding fundamentally and 
irreconcilably divergent views on a mat- 
ter which affected more vitally than any 
other the unity of the empire and its 
fiscal and commercial rosperity. It was 
unexampied and an entire departure from 
the traditions and rules of public life, that 
upon matters of this kind, two responsible 
ministers should emit not only discordant 
opinions om public platforms, but pose as 
tha respective propagandists of two whol- 
ly irreconcilable policies.

OVERRULED SUPREME COURT 


Chicago Judge Decided That America’s 
Highest Tribunal Was Wrong 
in Its Conclusions. 


CHICAGO, June 11.—Judge Philip Stein 
of the supreme court has given a ruling 


that is directly at variance with a decision 
of the supreme court of the United States 
on similar questions. 

The ruling arises in an insurance suit 
brought by Mrs. Sarah pete to prevent 
an insurance company, which has its 
home office in New York city, from for- 
felting a rieilicy for $2000, taken out in the 
name of her husband, without giving no- 

ce. 

The supreme court had decided in the 

Cohen case that New York itmsurance 
companies can forfeit policies written out- 
side tthe state without givin otice, while 
the New York statute provides that notice 
must be given of the volMing of policies. 

The Ihrig podicy was written in. Color- 
ado. After considering ail the facts, Juuge 
Stein ruled that the company must abide 
by the New York law, notwithstanding the 
decision of the federal supreme court to 
the contrary.
